Sadat was In an open ear on his way 
to his palace after Friday prayers at 
al-Azhor mosque.

Beaufort were also hit. 

The fighting started on Friday 
morning, after Moslems — probably 
terrorists — sniped at Christian 
positions near the border and opened 
fire on Christian villages. Christian 
militia rushed to the area through 
heavy rainstorms and observers 
from the Israel side of the border 
could see their green-painted tanks 
hitting terrorist targets In the hilly 
.area and also firing on leftist ar- 
moured vehicles close to Beaufort. 

The fighting stopped on Friday 
afternoon; but throughout the night 
residents of border settlements 
could hear the sound of explosions 
coming from west of the border. 

At 9.30 a.m. the fighting resumed 
again in the Tayylbeh area and near 
Beaufort. The Christians rushed 
at least three Sherman tanks and a 
large number of soldiers to the area. 


and their artillery and tanka were 
seen hitting terrorist targets. At 
least twice smoke rose across the 
Lttani River, which runs about 4 
kms. northwest of MetuHa. 

The fignting stopped about 11 a.m. 
but resumed at 1.30 and lasted till 4.

IRA bomb blitz turns centre 
of London into ghost town

LONDON. — The police are on the 
alert for further terrorist activities 
as central London's busy shopping 
and entertainment district 
recovered from a rampage of Irish 
Republican Army bombings in pre- 
dawn bombings yesterday. Thera 
was one casualty, a taxi driver in- 
fured after being covered by falling 
debris, but considerable damage 
was caused. 

Police issued warnings to the pop- 
ulation to brace itself for a more 
sophisticated Irish terrorist offen- 
sive in the metropolis. Many people 
avoided Oxford and Regent Streets 
yesterday as debris was being 
cleared away from the 12 explosions 
that ripped through the shopping 
area and Soho's entertainment area, 
emptying night clubs and dis- 
cotheques. 

The bomba were left in garbage 
bags, piled In doorways for removal. 
In mailboxes and In department 
stores. They were similar to the 
bomb technique used by the IRA in 
Belfast. 

Meanwhile, the public is teaming 
of Irish terrorist plans to poison the 
water supplies of southern England 
and flooding the underground 
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railway system by bombing. These 
cataclysmic schemes have come to 
light during the current trial of Irish 
terrorists. 

A man claiming to represent the 
IRA said yesterday it was responsi- 
ble for the bomb blasts. In an 
anonymous telephone call to the 
“Sunday Mirror" newspaper office 
in Manchester, the man said that 
members of the IRA’s Provisional 
Wing planted the bombs. 

The message said: "The 
Provisional IRA riaim full- respon- 
sibility for the bombings in London. 
Tke campaign will continue 
throughout England unqi the British 
Government announces a declara- 
tion of withdrawal of Its army out of 
Northern Ireland." 

The bomb attack on London, the 
first since last June, came in a five- 
hour period between midnight and 5 
Am. The biggest blast was In the 
basement luggage department of 
Selfridge's, a shopping mecca for 
tourists. 

The blasts cointide with the trial 
at the Old Bailey central criminal 
court of four IRA terrorists facing 25 
charges of murder, bombing and of 
holding a middle-age couple hostage 
for eix days in their London apart- 
ment In December 1975. 

The bombings, police sources said, 
could also tic In with the fifth an- 
niversary of "Bloody Sunday," 
January 30, 1972, when 13 Catholics 
were shot dead by British soldiers in 
Londonderry's Bogaide in a clash 
following a civil rights demonstra- 
tion. 

Police ordered extra security 
precautions for government 
ministers and other possible IRA 
targets, and uniformed officers 
patrolled terminal buildings at 
Heathrow Airport, watching flights 
to Belfast 

Oxford Street Regent Street and 
the entire area from Marble Arch to 


Piccadilly Circus — one of the 
world's busiest shopping districts — 
was cordoned off as police with 
trained sniffer-dogs checked for 
more bombs. Thousands of a hoppers 
were turned away and traders es- 
timated more than Xlm. in lost 
business. 

The all-clear was sounded by noon, 
and the first wary shoppers 
clambered over debris and glass in 
the blitzed areas. Doors blown off in 
the blasts were propped against 
walls and storefronts were charred 
from the blazes started by the 
bombs. Firemen spent all night 
fighting aome of them. 

Seven of the bomb targets were 
employment agencies, police said. 

The IRA began its campaign 
against the British in August 1969 
and since then the toll has been 1.898 
killed and tens of thousands serious- 
ly wounded In Northern Ireland. 
Provo terrorism was extended to the 
British mainland In March 1973, 
resulting in more than 3d dead and 
1,000 wounded. 

The last bombing In London was 
June L 1976. when a small device ex- 
ploded at Pimlico subway station. 
The laat casualties were on March 27 
last year when a two-lb. bomb at the 
crowded Ideal Home Exhibition kill- 
ed one and injured 85. 4

Christians in heavy 
battles near border

The Jferosalom-D&masciis 
confrontation caused by the 
arrival of a Syrian -dominated 
Arab peace-keeping force close 
to the Lttani river “Bed Hue” 
limit in southern Lebanon to be- 
ing defused diplomatically, ac- 
cording to well-informed 
sources. 

The U.S, over the weekend stepped 
up Its behind-the-scenes contacts 
with Damascus, Jerusalem and 
Beirut In an effort to avert a change 
in the status quo In the southern 
Lebanese region bordering Israel. 

The Israel Government was 
reported to be regarding the Syrian 
troop advance south to N&batiya as 
serious, but still believed that the 
matter could be resolved by 
diplomatic means. The Government 
is scheduled to hear a detailed report 
on southern Lebanon at Its weekly 
meeting today, but it was not ex- 
pected to take any decisions affec- 
ting the border situation. 

The Syrians on their part 
demonstrated their Irritation at the 
pressure being exerted by Israel 
against what they describe as their 
effort to neutralize the last civil war 
spots in southern Lebanon. Lebanese 
officials at the same time reported 
that the Syrians have no intention of 
provoking any trouble with Israel 
over southern Lebanon, 

Lebanese President Elias Sarkis 
yesterday reviewed the situation In 
southern Lebanon with the Arab 
League commission supervising the 
liquidation of the elements of 
Lebanon's 20-month civil war which 
mainly engaged Christian 
and an alliance embracing the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
and Lebanese leftists. The commis- 
sion Is made up of representatives of 
Syria, Egypt, Saudi Arabia and - 
Kuwait. 


Kuwaiti ambassador Abdul- 
Hamid el-Beljan said that Sarkis 
was tackling the situation* in 
southern Lebanon “in accordance 
with the best Interests of Lebanese 
and Arabs." The ambassador did not 
elaborate, though later reports said 
that the Lebanese President planned 
to concentrate on rehabilitating 
some units of the disintegrated 
Lebanese army with the aim of dis- 
patching to southern Lebanon a 
purely Lebanese force, rather than 
Syrian-dominated Arab troops. 

Lebanese Foreign Minister Fuad 
Butros, who also holds the defence 
portfolio, yesterday conferred in 
Beirut with the U.S. and Soviet 
charges d'affaires on current 
developments. The Christian 
Phalanglst radio reported that the 
American envoy, George Lane, “in- 
formed the Foreign Minister of con- 
tacts with Washington regarding 
southern Lebanon." 

Meanwhile, the Syrian- 
spearheaded Arab peacekeeping 
force tightened its grip throughout 
the rest of Lebanon after having 
taken over landing points that were 
used by the private armies along the 
Lebanese coast. 

The Lebanese authorities yester- 
day served notice that in contrast to 
the past they would be moving 
Syrian troops, and subsequently 
Lebanese security forces, into 
Palestinian camps to establish state 
sovereignty there. 

The authorities also said that they 
were discussing regulating the PLO 
movement under a 1969 Cairo for- 
mula. This, they noted, provides 
“the principle that the Lebanese 
authorities, civilian and military, 
will exercise their full responsibility 
and authority in all Lebanese 
territory and under all cir- 
cumstances." 


Syrian units stay put

No change In the deployment of 
Syrian forces in Lebanon was 
reported by last night, with at least 
one Syrian battalion near the town of 
Nabotlya and other points along the 
so-called Red Line. 

On Thursday, Israel defence of- 
ficials said that they expected the 
Syrians to withdraw their troops 
from these areas “within a few 
days" if their- purpose had indeed 
had been to disarm warring leftist 
and Christian militiamen in the 
area, as the Syrians claimed. 

It is expected, therefore, that 
possible alternative plans of action 
will be put before the Cabinet by 
defence officials today when the sub- 
ject is discussed. Israel will not be 


able to afford total Inaction in the 
face of the Syrian advance in the 
South Lebanon. This Is especially 
true of areas which were explicitly 
placed off-bounds to the Syrians by 
Israel, through the Americans, when 
the Syrians entered Lebanon In June 
last year. 

The specific limits of acceptable 
Syrian deployment in the Lebanon 
were further refined when the Syrian 
presence grew in the country with 
the establishment of the pan-Arab 
peace-keeping force some three 
months ago. 

There are still no reports of a 
Syrian move towards Tyre — an act 
the Israel Government warned 
would be viewed with “utmost 
seriousness." 


French Government requests 
extradition of Flatto

The Foreign Ministry will this 
morning transmit to the Justice 
Ministry the formal French request 
for the extradition from Israel of 
financier Shmuel Flatto-Sharon, on 
fraud charges relating to some 400m. 
francs worth of property. The 
French request reached the Foreign 
Ministry on Friday after being 
forwarded by a French consular of- 
ficial. 

Once the request reaches the 
Justice Ministry, the public prosecu- 
tion will prepare a file for the 
District Court asking for a ruling as 
to whether Flatto is "extraditable"— 
the legal term used in such 
agreements. 

In case the Court so rules, Flatto is 
expected to appeal that ruling to the 
High Court. 

Assuming the matter has gone 
through all the legal instances In- 
volved, and that the financier Is still 
deemed extraditable, the Minister of 
Justice then has discretionary 
powers as to whether to order Flat- 
to extradited to France to meet the 
charges, or not to take any action. 

The process will take several 


months, it is expected. 

At present Flatto’s position here is 
that he was released on bail lest 
week by a Jerusalem Magistrate, 
after paying a record ILlOm. bond 
and depositing his passports. 

Petitions are circulating in Tel 
Aviv and Jerusalem to canvass 
signatures appealing to the 
authorities not to extradite Flatto. 
The grounds adduced In the petitions 
are that when Israel wanted to ex- 
tradite Arab terrorist Abu Daoud 
this month, the FYench let him go on 
an excuse. 

Flatto has Israel as well as French 
citizenship. 

Ya’acov Friedler adds from Haifa: 

Foreign Minister Yigal A lion con- 
siders the French authorities to have 
violated the extradition agreement 
between the two-countries through 
their release of Abu Daoud. 

Allan expressed his opinion on 
Thursday night, in answer to .

French minister told to stay away

Israel yesterday took the logical 
step flowing from the recall of 
Paris Ambassador Mordechoi Gazit 
after the Abu Daoud release affair, 
and advised the French Minister of 
Commerce and Economy Michel 
d’Omane to postpone the visit he had 
planned to make here on February 7. 

D’Omano is said to have agreed at 
once that “the atmosphere would not 
be propitious for a visit at this time" 
in view of the cool relations between 
Israel and France, and said he would 
put his visit off without fixing a new 
date for the time being. 

A source in Jerusalem said there 
was no intention of offering d ’Omano 
any personal alight. The man has a 
record of sympathy for Israel. He 
was therefore not advised to stay 
away in order to cause Mm em- 
barrassment, but rather to spare 
him embarrassment during his visit, 
os a result of the negative public 
climate created here by French 
flouting of an Israel request that 
they continue to hold the Arab 
terrorist, who is said to have 
organized the 1972 Munich massacre 
of Israeli athletes. The postpone- 
ment would avoid demonstrations, 
petitions and the like. 

Even if Israel and France reach 
agreement before February 7 (the 
date d’Omano was to come) on the 
conditions under which Gazit is to 


return to his post, the two sides do 
not plan to fix an early date for d’Or- 
nano to come here. 

The intention, It seems, is for the 
French Foreign Minister. Louis de 
Guiringaud, to be the first visitor to 
come. The original date scheduled 
for him was February 28, and this 
date is likely to be the actual one, it 
is understood. D'Omano would then 
come after the fuss has subsided.

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — Delays 
in take-offs and landings continued 
on Friday night and yesterday 
despite the compromise agreement 
initialled on Friday by represen- 
tatives of the Transport Ministry and 
the coordinating committee of the 
Ministry’s employees in the Tel Aviv 
district labour court. 

Hie airport management and the 
airlines attribute the delays to sanc- 
tions adopted by the flight super- 
visors. The latter deny this, 
however, but concede that they are 
going by the book, l.e., scrupulously 
observing every safety regulation. 

Each take-off and landing has 
been delayed by between 10 and 14 
minutes. 

The labour court met to hear a re- 
quest for an injunction against the 
coordinating committee of the 
Transport Ministry and others, and 
for a declaration that the sanctions 
adopted by Ministry personnel since 
last Wednesday constitute an un- 
protected strike in the meaning of 
the law. 

At Friday's hearing. Judge Ziona. 
Upper proposed that the demand of 
the flight supervisors for recognition 
- as a separate committee be referred 
to the- arbitration panel to be set up. 
But if the panel were not begin its 
work with 45 days, the question 
would be referred to the H lstad r ut, 

The workers’ other demands dealt 
with pay and regrading. 

On Friday, a few hours before the 
labour court hearing, the flight 
supervisors adopted a new measure : 
they ordered pilots to fly from west 
to east. This measure la sometimes 
adopted in stormy weather, but the 
management says there was no 
Justification for It on Friday. 

The pilots were Instructed to 
follow the main runway to its 
western extremity and to take off 
from there. Ordinarily, the pilots fly 
' westward and continue to their 
destination without having to circle 
the airport. Doing the reverse 
wastes both fuel and time. 
Moreover, it closes off the 10 , 000 -foot 
runway to landings from the west.

after shootout with police

TEL AVIV. — An escapee from 
Ramie Prison, Meir Makoresh, was 
taken, to the prison hospital yester- 
day for treatment of three bullet 
wounds suffered In a gun battle with 
police on Thursday evening. 

Makoresh, 25, of Rosh Ha'ayin, 
was shot three times when he es- 
caped from three policemen who 
were checking out a house on Rehov 
Luberman Haviv. He was later ap- ' 
prehended at Sheba Hospital where 
he had gone for aid for his wounds. 

The policemen, unaware original- 
ly that Makoresh was in the house, 
immediately drew their guns upon 
seeing him and y elled for him to sur- 
render. His answer was to begin 
shooting at the policemen. 

The police returned the fire and 
wounded him in the back and legs. 
According to one source, the police 
were under orders to shoot low. 

Driver held for 
stealing petrol 

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — A petrol 
station attendant here and an El A1 
driver were arrested last week In 
connection with the discovery by air- 
port police of wide-spread thefts of 
petrol from El Al. 

Police suspect that the scheme In- 
volves the theft of petrol vouchers 
Issued, by El Al to drivers of its fleet 
of cars and trucks. The company 
alerted police after the manager of 
Its traffic department discovered 
that petrol consumption wax greater 
than It should be. 

Investigation revealed that many 
company cars were listed as having 
filled their petrol tanks, even on days 
when they were not scheduled for 
work. Two booklets of petrol 
vouchers were also found to have 
disappeared from El Al's traffic of- 
fice. The vouchers are honoured by 
the petrol station near the airport.

The wounded Makoresh, firing as 
he ran, fled from the house and 
drove away in his automobile parked 
nearby. However, because of his 
wounds, the convict was forced to 
ask a couple, sitting in a car parked 
on a side street, for help. 

In the meantime, the police had set 
up roadblocks and started to check 
Magen David Adorn first aid 
stations. Makoresh saw the police 
cars near the Rishon Lezion station 
when the couple drove him there. He 
pulled out bis gun, which he had 
hidden until then, forced the couple 
‘ out of the front seat, and drove away 
in their car. 

Police are still uncertain what 
happened after that. But It seems 
that Makoresh met friends from 
Rosh Ha’ayin who took him in a 
military car to Sheba Hospital. As 
soon as be was out of the car, his 
friends drove away. Police are 
searching for the car. 

Hospital personnel called police on 
examining the man's wounds. 

Originally Jailed for robbery, 
Makoresh had been on leave when he 
failed to return to the prison five 
months ago. He was apprehended in 
Bnei Brak about two weeks later, but 
escaped from the Fetah Tikva police 
station where he had been taken. 

His condition was not considered 
serious. 

Ashkelon jail 
death denied 

GAZA. — The Gaza Strip military 
spokesman has denied a Reuters 
report from London that one of the 
political prisoners at the Ashkelon 
Jail died during the recent hunger 
strike. 

The spokesman, Rav-Seren Amir 
Heshln, said that the prisoners* 
strike has been over for a while — as 
opposed to report In the name of 
Amnesty Internationa) in London 
that the strike was still on. He added 
that the International Red Cross, 
which maintains constant supervi- 
sion of political prisoners in Israel, 
bad filed no request. 

An Itim reporter failed to learn 
anything about the supposed death in 
the . Gaza Strip, nor could anyone 
name the man who had allegedly 
died. .

Police probing 
ILlm. Ramie

RAMLE. — The 10-man police team 
set up to Investigate the ILlm.

Building firm 
may fire staff, 
cut building 
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Mapam expected to tie Alignment 
fate to territories, Labour choice

Shlkun U’PUuah. one of the Impor- 
tant building arms of the Govern- 
ment. to currently suffering from a 
liquidity crlalz which is forcing the 
company to freeze some of lta ongo- 
ing project* and to weigh the 
possibility of a aerloua curtailment 
cf its staff. 

The firm specializes in housing In 
the development areas and for young 
couples and is a builder as well as a 
contractor. As such it is one of the 
Important factors of the building in- 
dustry. 

According to Tosef Sharon, chair- 
man of the board, talks are already 
under way with the aim of releasing 
tens of employees. For over a year 
the company has been suffering 
from liquidity problems on the one 
frpn fl and the Increasing burden of 
rising interest rates. The very 
serious drop in demand for housing 
has been responsible for the current 
crisis. 

Sharon indicated that the decision 
to appoint a new general manager to 
replace Avraham Kahanov, recently 
retired, will not be postponed until 
after the national elections. The ap- 
pointment requires the approval of 
the ministers of housing and finance. 

Currently the company has a total 
of 8.340 apartments, in various 
stages of construction, which are un- 
sold. This number Includes 1.794 
completed apartment units. Since 
March 3B76 the company has reduc- 
ed Its building starts to about 400. 

Marketing forecast* for 1977 In- 
dicate anticipated sales of not more 
than 130 units a month. In view of 
this the company, according to 
Sharon, has decided to freeze the 
building of projects that are located 
In areas where sales prospects are 
weak. The number of units which 
will be frozen may be as hiah as i.- 
300. 

Sharon revealed that in the past 
year he has had to sell some of the 
available apartments at less than 
cost. 


Defence

TEL AVIV STOCKS: 
Market weakens 
after hitting 
apparent peak 


TEL AVIV. — The Tel Aviv share 
market turned decidedly weak 
towards the end of last week amid 
speculation that this signalled the 
anticipated downturn. Earlier In the 
week shares had reached an all-time 
high of 187.89 on the General Share 
Index of the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. 

In sharp contrast to preceding 
weeks, only 08 shares advanced, 
while 101 declined and nine remain- 
ed unchanged. Amissar Investments 
was the big gainer on a 34 per cent 
advance. Lighterage and Supply 
added 20 per cent. Mehadrin lost 7.8 
per cent and Ta’al almost ll per 
cent. 

The most actively traded shares 
for the week were those of the three 
big banks. 

At the beginning of the week it was 
the bond market that attracted 
attention. The Bank of Israel had no 
difficulty in soiling out its new Issue. 

Last Monday the Natad invest- 
ment dollar reached an all-time high 
of IL 10. 31 , but by the end of the week 
It had slipped to IL 10.17, for on 
overall gain of only four 
agorot.

TEL AVIV. — The Mapam' conven- 
tion in Holon today Is expected to 
state It will continue its Alignment 
with Labour on condition the Labour 
convention states the party's 
readiness* to cede territory to Jor- 
dan. Egypt and Syria for peace, and 
If it nominates as Its candidate for 
the premiership someone who “Iden- 
tifies himself with this resolution.” 
The second clause means Mapam 
will run independently If Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres is 
nominated. 

Mapam's political secretary, Not- 
ts li Feder. said last night he expects 
the convention to decide that the par- 
ty's Political Committee or Central 
Committee will convene after 
Labour makes its decisions. 

The decision to decide In March 
whether Labour had met Mapam's 
conditions means that Mapam would 
know whether it runs Independently 
or with the Alignment only two and a 
half months before the election. 

Mapam also presented Labour 
with demands for a more socialistic 
economic policy, changes In the 
treatment of the Arab minority, and 
Improved cooperation between the 
two parties. Feder told The Poet last 
night Labour's replies on these 
issues “were mostly positive." 


Labour's sub-committee on 
political affairs has expressed 
readiness to yield territory to Judea 
and Samaria. Last week it drafted a 
recommendation (to Us convention) 
to this effect, and Minister without 
Portfolio Y Israel Gallll said this was 
partly designed "to go towards 
Mapam." Mapam expressed 
satisfaction with this resolution, but 
Feder said his party nevertheless 
"ought to be careful" because 
Labour's convention might amend 

the proposal. 


Earlier this month, Mapam's 
political committee sa i d that the 
Alignment candidate mutt "identify 
himself*' with a readiness to cede 
territory on al! three fronts. 
Although Perea voted for the 
proposal adopted by the political af- 
fairs subcommittee. Feder said this 
did "not change the situation." 

He explained: “We know his 
views. We cannot accept his Idea of 
functional arrangements." (Perea 
had said be preferred arrangements 
which would give the Arab popula- 
tion increased local autonomy but 
aiao provide for continued IDF 
presence in the West Bank) 

Veteran Mapam leader. Meir 
Ya’ari. criticised this attitude la an 
interview to "Davor" on Friday. 
Ya’ari said Mapam's demand was 


••unreasonable.*' Peres had made a 
positive impression on many 
members when be visited Ya'ari's 
kibbutz. Merhovis. he added. Peres, 
had spoken of socialism and agreed 
to step by step agreements in the 
Middle East dispute. 

"You may suspect the situation 
will be different when he's Prime 
Minister, but I say you don’t have to 
suppose Peres is a liar," Ya'ari said. 

MK Aharon Efrat, who heads the 
Mapam team preparing the election 
campaign, opposed Ya’ari’s posi- 
tion. In an Interview In the party’s 
daily. “Al Hamishmar," he said: 
'Tm worried about developments in 
the kibbutzim and the branches in 
the towns, since we haven't com- 
peted in elections for 32 years. One 
can very well feel the harsh results 
of lack of active contact between the 
youth in the kibbutzim and the 
political problems, between the ac- 
tive members In the branches and 
the general public." 

But Feder and other party leaden 
have argued that ideological purity 
is more Important than an electoral 
success. “Even U we'll lose votes. It 
will be no disaster." Feder told The 
Jerusalem Poet last night. 

He nevertheless claimed that 
public opinion polls were “very 
good." 



Lemer’s son 
denied visa again

NEW YORK. — Vladimir Lemer. 
son of Moscow Jewish activist Prof. 
Alexander Lemer, and one of the 
most prominent Soviet scientists to 
apply to emigrate to Israel, has been 
refused an exit visa for the third 
time, according to reports reaching 
the National Conference on Soviet 
Jewry here. 

One of the leading soviet 
cybernetics experts, Alexander 

Lemer first applied to emigrate In 
1871. Though the author of 168 scien- 
tific works, 32 books among them 
which have been translated into 
various languages, and a member of 
the academy of sciences of the 
USSR. Lerner was Immediately 
demoted from all duties. His son was 
at the same time fired as an engineer 
in systems analysis and has since 
been forced to work in unskilled odd 
Jobs. 

Prof. Lerner'a daughter was 
allowed to emigrate to Israel. (JTA) 


KIR Y AT SHMONA. — The local 
"Shlluv" circle of the Labour Party 
yesterday proposed that MK Yossl 
Sarid be appointed mayor and 
minister for the development of the 
Galilee.

TEL AVIV — The reduced tax rates, 
introduced as part of last year's tax 
reform, resulted In an increase of 
declared Income by 96.5 per cent. 
Mo she Neudorfer, State Revenue 
Commissioner, told the Commercial 
and Industrial Club oc Friday. The 
actual increase in tax money conse- 
quently Jumped by 162 per cent. 

Neudorfer believes that the im- 
provement in tax honesty is due as 
much to the more reasonable rates 
as to the obligation to keep books, 
also enacted last year. If 
shopkeepers were exempted from 
the bookkeeping requirement. It 
would make it easier for their 
suppliers to avoid tax paying, he 
said. 

So far, 120,000 of the country's 175,- 
000 registered businessmen keep 
books. “We shall help people In 
every way possible to keep books — 
to learn the procedures, to acquire 
the necessary equipment. But we 
shall not relinquish our efforts to 
make book-keeping general. Book- 
keeping is the first condition of just 
taxation." 

There will be no change in the 
coming year In Income tax policy, in- 
cluding capital gains. “We want peo- 
ple to save," Neudorfer stressed. 

Changes planned by the Treasury 
include: 


- Arms Financing Tax will be In- 
cluded in the Property Tax. and will 
therefore be deductible from taxable 
Income.

> The tax-free portion of pen- 
sioners’ income will be raised from 


25 to 35 per cent. 

• Purchase tax will be adjusted to 
take account of the introduction of 
the Value Added Tax but so as to 
protect locally-made products. 

■ Stamp duties will be abolished. 

• Advance payments by self- 
employed persons will be adjusted to 
keep pace with the general price In- 
creases .(the basis for calculation 
will be the 1975 prices.) 

On the whole. Neudorfer said, the 
tax situation has Improved over the 
years. While ■ GNP Increased 8.3 
times In nominal value since 1978. 
taxes yielded 4.8 times more. 
Israel’s tax burden — 76 per cent of 
GNP — is the highest to the world, 
Sweden is second. 


EILAT WILL be incorporated into 
the ' international dialling network 
today, bringing to 79 per cent the 
proportion of Israel phones con- 
nected to the network. As of this 
week Eilat residents (except those 
whose phone numbers begin with 8) 
will be able to dial directly abroad 
around the clock.

— The Aharon Katzir 
Centre, located next to the Welz- 
xn&nn Institute, will soon begin ac- 
tivities aimed at disseminating the 
results of scientific research within 
Israeli industry.

The centre also provides funds to 
send overseas students who are 
working on their second or third 
degrees. The purpose of these trips la 
for the students to continue 
laboratory studies at advanced cen- 
*tres of learning outside of Israel.

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South African paper: 

Soviets sending tanks 
for Rhodesia assault 


JOHANNESBURG. — A South 
African newspaper said yesterday 
that Soviet weapons, including 
tanks, ore being shipped to Mozam- 
bique for the black nationalist war 
against Rhodesia's white minority 
g o ver n ment. The paper, “The Rand 
Dally Mall," added that troops from 
other African countries wouldT soon 
deploy on the frontier. 

"The Mall" reported from 
Salisbury, Rhodesia's capital, that 
Tanzanian soldiers were already be- 
ing deployed on the Rhodesia- 
Hozambique borders. Troops of . 
.other Organisation of African Unity 
'countries would soon be on the 
Botswana and Zambia borders, it 
said. 

The front-page article quotes in- 
telligence reports as saying that on 
December 22, a total of 6,000 tons of 
war material had been landed at the 
Mbzambique port of Nacala, north of 
Beira. 

It said the material included T-44 
tanks, 122 mm rockets and “Stalin 
Organs" (electrically fired multi- 
rocket launchers). 

Top black nationalist sources In 
Salisbury this week said that troops 
and armaments were being moved 
from pro-Soviet Somalia to Mozam- 
bique in preparation for a full-scale 
war against Rhodesia. 

In Lusaka, Zambia, meanwhile, 
the 22-natlon Liberation Committee 
of the Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) was due to begin discussions 
yesterday on helping Rhodesia's 
black nationalists to step up their 


guerrilla war against the white 
minority government. 

Nationalist sources said the 
guerrillas needed more advanced 
weapons and wider training 
facilities to intensity the war to a 
point where Prime Minister Ian 
Smith would be forced to surrender. 

Black Africa's “front line" states 
against Rhodesia — Zambia, Tan- 
zania, Mozambique, Botswana and 
Angola — have already thrown their 
full support behind Rhodesia's black 
Patriotic Front. 


OAU secretary-general Wiliam 
Eteki-Mboumoua has suggested a 
Pan-African defence force be form- 
ed to help .the front line states ward 
off any “hot pursuit" raids by the 
Rhodesian army and thus give the 
guerrillas more secure rear bases. 

Yesterday Patriotic Front leaders 
Joshua Nkcmo and Robert Mugabe 
pledged on the rainswept grave of an 
assassinated colleague to step up 
their guerrilla war and assail the 
enemy in Ms citadel. They, were 
speaking at the funeral of Jason 
Mayo, killed by a parcel bomb in 
Lusaka a week ago; Moyo had 
directed the guerrilla war for 
Nkoxno.. 


A tropical rainstorm burst during 
the funeral at a cemetery guarded 
by troops on the outskirts of Lusaka. 
Uniformed nationalist guerrillas and 
leading black African Politicians in- 
cluding Zambian President Kenneth 
K aim da were among the 
mourners. (Reuter) 


Vorster: Won’t pressure 


Rhodesia to yield 


GAPE TOWN. — South African 
Prime Minister John Vorster said 
yesterday he will not put pressure on 
neighbouring Rhodesia to accept a 
settlement plan dictated from out- 
side. 

Vorster said he would rather risk 
the outcome than act dishonourably 
towards Rbodesia and added: 
“Demands to shut our borders and 
impose boycotts, cannot be acceded 
to because they are contrary to the 
policy of this government." ' 1 

The South African prime minister 
was believed to have been in- 
strumental in persuading Rhodesian 
, leader Ian Smith to accept the Anglo- 
American plan to lead Rhodesia to 
black majority rule last September. 
Smith has hinted at pressure put on 
Him by bis powerful neighbour. 

But Vorster yesterday told the 
House of Assembly that he had not 
previously put pressure .on Smith 
and would not do so in the future. 


Observers said that the prime 
minister, who was answering a 
week-long no-confidence debate, was 
treading a careful path in the 
Rhodesia dispute, one that would at 
worst leave him uncommitted and 
diplomatically unscathed. 


‘ Vorster said demands for Him to 
put pressure on Rhodesia had been 
made recently at the UN and in “cer- 
tain U.S. Senate circles " and 
elsewhere. 

South Africa, with economic »n«i 
law order problems of its own. Is 
anxious not to become physically in- 
volved in Rhodesia's war with black 
nationalist guerrillas. 


Although it sends the breakaway 
British colony considerable material 
aid. observers believe that only In- 
tervention by Cuban troops would 
persuade South Africa to become in- 
volved in the Rhodesian 
war. (Reuter) 


Khmers hit 3 Thai villages 


BANGKOK. — Hundreds of Cambo- 
dian tr o ops r< raided “three Thai 
V&tagea Frid&$-*dght--and- killed- at 
• least 1 80* people, police said here, 
yesterday. .tv.-.'.. 

The attacks near the border town 
of Arany Aprathet, about 33fi km. 
east of Bangkok, were the biggest 
since the Communists came to 
power in Cambodia in March, 1976. 

Lieutenant-General Somphote 
Vilaichit, border-patrol ^police chief 
in the area, said that 21 Thais were 
killed in Nong Dong village alone. 
The Cambodian Khmer Rouge cross- 
ed at three points along the tense 
border. 

The general said that eight Thais 
were killed In the village of Nong 
Noon. The invaders then razed the 
village, he said. A border-patrol 
policeman was reported killed at a 


defence post In a third village. 

General Somphote .said the Cam- 
.bodiaas might havQt attacked loshaw 
their presence- and -to test the 
strength of thejjorder .police in the 
area. They may also have launched 
the assaults for food, he said. There 
have been consistent reports of shor- 
tages of food supplies among Cambo- 
dian troops. 

“But if the Khmer Rouge come in 
again, we are ready to deal with 
them." he declared. 

An eyewitness said the Cam- 
bodians appeared to have pulled 
back across the frontier, adding that 
there had been no more firing. 

Border-patrol police engaged the 
Invaders in fierce gun battles. A Thai 
light military aircraft machine- 
gunned the attackers, the 
spokesman said. ' (Reuter)

Maoists claim credit 


for Spain slayings 


MADRID. — A left-wing urban 
guerrilla band that has thrown Spain 
into crisis with two spectacular kid- 
nappings yesterday claimed respon- 
sibility for the country's latest 
political attack — Friday's 
machlnegun slaying of three 
policemen. 

The claim came as Premier Adolfo 
Suarez was preparing a speech tc the 
nation on the spiralling political 
violence and the resultant 
crackdown on extremists. 

There had earlier been charges 
that the violence was being 
promoted by right-wingers trying to 
provoke the army into stopping 
Spain’s move towards democratiza- 
tion. . 

The three policemen had been kill- 
ed and two others wounded in two 
closely-spaced attacks. Witnesses 
said two men in raincoats had walk- 
ed Into a postal substation in 
southwest. Madrid just before noon 
and -without speaking pumped 
bullets from silencer-equipped 
pistols into two uniformed police 
guards. No money was taken. 

Shortly after the first attack, of- 
ficials said, three gunmen with 
automatic weapons killed one Civil 
Guardsman and wounded a second 
in another postal substation about 
five km. away. 

On Friday night the “Anti-Fascist 
Resistance Group October 1." 
(GRAPO) claimed credit in Algiers, 
where Its message was broadcast by 
Radio Free Canary Islands, a station 
serving a Marxist movement that 
advocates the secession of the 
Islands . from Spain. Yesterday it 


also left a statement in a Madrid 
toilet. 

Gbapo said that the slayings were 
a retaliation for the government’s 
“crimes and provocations,’ 1 and for 
the assassination earlier last week of 
five Communist lawyers. The state- 
ment called on Spaniards to rise In 
armed resistance. 

On Friday Suarez suspended two 
articles of the constitution, giving 
police a free hand to make unlimited 
searches of homes and unlimited 
detention of terrorist suspects. Over 
the weekend police rounded up 
scores of left-wing extremists from 
Maoist and separatist groups: The 
newspaper “Diario 16" put the 
number at. 180, not counting those 
detained in Madrid. 

The shootings touched off a wave 
of public revulsion. All of Madrid's 
eight -daily newspapers published a 
joint editorial yesterday condem- 
ning the wave of violence that has 
claimed 10 lives since last Sunday. 
They urged Spaniards of all political 
hues to unite in the face of the 
bloodletting. 

The papers ranged from the far 
lightest “El Alcazar" to the liberal 
“El Pais" and the left-of-centre 
“Diario 16." 

Since the outbreak of violence, 
police have come under increasing 
accusations of not controlling right- 
wing extremists. Foreign diplomats 
and other sources have suggested 
police were aiding rightists in an 
attempt to show that law and order 
has disappeared In post-Franco 
Spain.

.NEW YORK. — Blizzards swept 
across the UJ5. yesterday from the 
Great Lakes region to the Eastern 
Seabqard, and the National Weather 
Service warned that the storms 
could be the worst of the winter.

Mondale warns Paris 
about arms sales 
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ROME.— Two former Italian 
defence ministers — Luigi Gui and 
Mario Tanaasi — were indicted 
yesterday for corruption in connec- 
tion with accepting bribes from the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation. 

Five-time former premier 
Martnnn Rumor meanwhile narrow- 
ly escaped Indictment on the 
tie-breaking vote of the president of 
a 20 -member parliamentary in- 
vestigating committee. But an in- 
dictment was recommended against 
a f o rm er air force chief. 

The committee voted 18 to 2 to in- 
dict Social Democrat Mario Tanaasi, 
recommending that parliament lift 
hia immunity allow his trial by 
the constitutional court. Christian 
Democrats supported the indictment 
of Tanassi. 

. , The vote an Christian Democrat 
Luigi Gui was 11 to 9 in favour of in- 
dictment, with a key swing vote of 
the moderate Independent tipping 
the delicate political balance 
between the Christian Democrat and 
Communist blocs. 

The vote on Rumor, a member of 
the ruling Christian Democrat Par- 
ty, was 10 to 11 , with the vote of-the 
committee's president, Mina Mar- 
tinazzoli, a fellow Christian 
Democrat, counting double tp break 
the tie created by the negative vote 
of a moderate independent. 

The parliamentary in- 
vestigating committee also said 
parliament should send former Air 
Force Chief of Staff, Gen. Dulio 
FanaH. for trial on corruption 
charges. 

The vote brought to an end nearly 
a year of investigations into the 
Lockheed payoffs scandal, in which 
the ex-ministers are alleged to have 
accepted bribes totalling more that 
8100,000 to facilitate the sale of 16 C- 
130 Lockheed Hercules aircraft to 
the Italian government. 

Ail those under investigation had 
been under preliminary charges of 
conniption, a crime punishable by 
two to five years 1 in Jafl. 

Preliminary fraud chargee 
against Gtd and' Tanassi were re- 
jected by the committee In the final 
vote. The fraud charge had been bas- 
ed on an Inflated price for the 
Lockheed aircraft to cover the ex- 
pense of the bribes. - 

Gui had gone to the U.S. earlier fids 
month to personally plead his in- 
nocence in testimony before the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission.

PARIS. — U.S. Vice-President 
Walter Mondale yesterday relayed 
to French President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing the U.S. concern that 
arms sales have “reached a dis- 
graceful proportion and are robbing 
natinnw of limited resources that 
those nations need for such pressing 
problems as money for food, 
business development and 
strengthening of internal 
economies." 

Mondale said that the U.S. and the 
.French, as tfce number I and number 
2 sellers of conventional arms in the 
world, agree on the need for inter- 
national *»Tir« to put a meaningful 
constraint on the volume of arms 
sales. 

But the. Vice-President, who met 
for about three hours with Giscard, 
added: “We were not .at that point' 1 
of dis g uising an limit on arms 

sales. 

Mandate said it Is vital that any 
talks on a restraint of arms sales in- 
volve the Soviet Union or the 
purchasing nations are likely merely 
to substitute weapons from one coun- 
try for those of another. 

Mondale said he also raised .the 
question of fighting terrorism “in a 
constructive spirit" during his talks 
with Giscard at the Elysee Palace.

PRAGUE. — Six well-known dis- 
sidents have declined government 
offers yesterday to allow them to 
leave Czechoslovakia for permanent 
exile. 

Former Communist Party of- 
ficials Frantisek Krlegel and Zdenek 
Mlynar, former Foreign Minister 
Jiri Hajck, playwright Pavel Kohout 
and writer Ludvik Vaculik Were over 
the weekend offered exit visas by 
Czech ■ passport officials. They all 
declined, some of the dissidents said. 

Dr Milan Huebl. former head of 
the Communist Party's higher 
education college, who was also 
summoned to the Prague visa and 
passport office, did not even go 
there. He said that he felt “there was 
no point in discussing political 
problems with police officers."

NICOSIA, Cyprus. — After years of 
political and economic loose living 
ending In a destructive civil war, 
Lebanon is getting a painful shot of 
discipline.

Kurdish rebels offer to barter Polish hostages 


LONDON. — Kurdish guerillas In 
north-east Iraq say they have kid- 
napped five East Bloc engineers — 
and rejected an Iraqi Government 
offer to pay £150,000 for the captives' 
release. 

"We want the return of the 300.000 
Kurds Baghdad has deported to the 
deserts of southern Iraq," said an of- 
ficial representing the guerillas in 
Europe. “It's hostages foz 
hostages." 

"They have offered more than 
£30.000 for each hostage but we're 
not Interested In money." 

Four of the captives are Polish but 
the nationality of the fifth is uncer- 
tain. All are said to be to good health 
despite living In remote and Icy 
caves wMch riddle the mountain 
ranges of Iraqi Kurdistan. 

These rocky hide-outs were often 
used by Kurdish partisan units to the 
earl}* sixties and now the guerillas 
are again employing them as bases 
Just 22 months -after the collapse of 
the last Kurdish revolt. 

The engineers* lives are not in Im- 
mediate danger but the Kurds 
threaten to hold them “forever" un- 
less Baghdad agrees to repatriate 
Kurdish exiles In the south to their 


traditional mountain homelands. 
They insist this has to be carried out 
under international supervision. 

Iraq is now coming under pre ssu re 
from Poland to secure the speedy 
release of the engineers unharmed. 
The Polish authorities have con- 
firmed the kidnapping by “a group 
of armed people to north-east Iraq." 
They have also sent a special envoy, 
Deputy Foreign Minister Eugeniusz 
Kulaga, to Baghdad to talk to Presi- 
dent Ahmed Hassas al-Bokr. 

The Polish Government says It has 
made "maximum efforts" to 
guarantee the engineers' early 
release and Baghdad has sent 
assurances that everything was be- 
ing done to free the captives. 

The kidnapping is an embarrass- 
ment to Iraq wMch claims to have 
pacified Iraqi Kurdistan. The Iraqis 
rely heavily on East Bloc expertise 
to help develop their agricultural 
and petroleum resources and also 
draw on substantial military aid 
from the Soviet Union, Its big-power 
ally. 

There are other Communist 
technicians based in Kurdistan, ac- 
cording to the guerillas, including 
Soviet technicians reportedly. Instat- 


ing a hydro-electric plant in the 
Dokan Dam. These are likely to 
begin questioning the effectiveness 
of Iraqi security to the area. 

Details of how the Polish 
technicians were snatched are 
vague. But they were taken prisoner 
to mid -December apparently wMle 
working on an irrigation project 
near the Britiah-designed dam. 


Originally, there were six captives 
but the Kurds allowed one Pole to go 
free to carry their demands to the 
Iraqi Government and to establish a 
channel of communication with 
Baghdad. 

The guerillas stipulated the 
engineers would be released If Kurds 
forcibly moved to the south were 
returned to Kurdistan. The partisans 
also accuse Baghdad of holding 
families of active fighters hostage in 
special comps and they are deman- 
ding their release. 


A Kurdistan Democratic Party 
(KDP) official said Iraqi troops had 
recently taken away guerillas' 
wives, slaters, mothers and children 
- without. -wazalng vaad their, present 
whereabouts Ur unknown. About 100 
families from the Qala Dlza region of 


central Kurdistan had been affected 
by these measures. 

The Iraqi Government admits to 
having resettled 30,000 to 40,000 
Kurds who had initially fled to Iran 
after the collapse of General Mullah 
Mustafa Barzani's rebellion in 
March 1978. These were allowed to 
return under a general amnesty but 
they are only a fraction of the 300.000 
people the KDP claims have been 
moved out of the northern moun- 
tains. 

The Iraqis refuse access to 
foreigners wanting to visit these 
Kurdish exiles and so accurate infor- 
mation about their welfare is dif- 
ficult to obtain. But they are known 
to live in villages scattered across 
the barren centre and south of Iraq 
generally well away from the larger 
towns. They are kept under strict 
surveillance by the Iraqi security 
and their movement is severely 
restricted. 

Several thousand armed Kurds 
have taken to the mountains to 
launch a new guerilla war ag«i««t 
the Iraqi army and they have decid-

private hands, he replied, “Certain- 
ly, but not for me." 

This could have been the theme 
song for pre-war Lebanon where tax- 
es were evaded, laws were cir- 
cumvented and responsibilities were 
avoided. Taxes, laws and public 
responsibilities were for someone 
else. 

The pre-war atmosphere created a 
thriving free enterprise economy, an 
outspoken press expressing the 
views of everyone — Communist or 
industrialist, Saudi Arabia or Iraq — 


and a parliamentary democracy of 
dozens of tiny, squabbling parties or 
blocs representing religions. 
Ideologies, and regional feudal 
leaders. 

It also created social injustice. A 
university study estimated that less 
than 5 per cent of the population 
received more than half the national 
Income. Pockets of muddy slums 
with no public services ringed Beirut 
to a "poverty belt” housing some 
600,000. Owners of the factories 
where they worked ran red lights in 


expensive cars, lived in mountain 
villas and seafront apartments and 
used their considerable leranttae In- 
genuity to make 'more money and 
pay less taxes. 

A liberal Christian Archbishop, 
Gregolre Haddad, wrote In 1978 that 
social discontent would “let loose a 
flood tide capable of destroying 
everything In order to rebuild 
something better." 

For foreign correspondents the 
Beirut press was a vital tool to repor- 
ting on the Middle East. Every Im- 


portant Arab country had Its own 
organ, mostly richly subsidized. The 
press situation was later mirrored to 
the civil war with Arab nations back- 
ing various private armies, 
Lebanese and Palestinian. 

"The press was partly responsible 
for Lebanon's tragedy," said 
Premier Boss Justifying censorship 
on local press last week. “Unbridled 
freedom is a luxury that we cannot 
afford to grant the press under ex- 
isting conditions.”

Talking to Christian refugees 


LONDON. — Lebanese Christians in 
London are speaking openly of plans 
to' permanently partition their coun- 
try. The residue of hatred remaining 
from the civil war and Its atrocities 
are too great for Lebanon to ever 
resume its former pluralistic 
political pattern, as one prominent 
Beirut financier told me in his smart 
London flat to wMchl was taken by a 
mutual friend. He preferred to re- 
main anonymous, as did other 
members of Ms community. 

Memories of the smouldering 
ruins of Beirut villas and businesses 
arc too fresh, as these men and their 
families contemplate the future of 
their country. They talk constantly 
of the atrocities perpetrated by the 
Palestinians, and of the horrors of 
D amour where mutilated Christian 
bodies were stacked high In the 
village church. Some stories of one 
Christian family from Beirut are 
reminiscent of Belfast, where 
gangsters levy protection money un- 
der the camouflage of ideological 
labels. 

They were pleased to speak to an 


Israeli, saying how much they ap- 
preciated the medical aid provided 
to relatives living In southern 
Lebanon. One old aunt' living on the 
family estates near Marjayoun 
spoke highly to them of her free 
hospital treatment in Israel. My 
Christian Lebanese hosts look to the 
Jewish state as the natural ally of 
their community's fight for survival. 

To hear them discuss their inter- 
nal politics is familiar to an Israeli 
ear. with the Intense partlsansMp. 
the difference being that making 
money out of politics is part of their 
normative system. 

The Christian Maronites now want 
autonomy for their region, and are 
doing their utmost to make Junieh, 
north of Beirut, Into a flourishing 
business centre. They are nervous 
over Syrian attempts to wrest their 
arm caches from their eastern sec- 
tion of Beirut I was told of a battle 
over a barracks In the Christian 
zone, when the Syrians tried to con- 
fiscate material brought In by sea 
for the Christians' airport at Ham at. 

Lebanese Christian leaden were 


recently engaged in talks with Lon- 
don banks over the financing of the 
reconstruction of Beirut as a world 
business centre. The trouble is that 
so far no overall plan exists to at- 
tract foreign investors. The losses 
suffered by business in Beirut Is put 
at two and a half billion dollars, and 
the Government sustained losses 
amounting to $600m. My hosts say 
that the oil states are hesitant about 
restoring Lebanon to its old domi- 
nant economic role in the Middle 
East. 

So far, only the French have sub- 
mitted plans for rebuilding Beirut 
Harbour to the Saudi paymasters. 
There la also talk of the World Bank 
initiating a rebuilding programme. 

Perhaps therein lies the hope for 
restoring Beirut to its old prosperity. 
To judge by what X heard from my 
hosts and their friends it will take 
much more than money to heal the 
wounds of the civil war. and 
meanwhile the Maronites ac- 
cumulate arms and guard their 
caches in their traditional hiding 
places in convents and monasteries. 


Long eager to wield dominant In- 
fluence over Lebanon and the 
Palestinian movement based there. 
Syria got a golden chance with the 
civil war. After a period of opposi- 
tion from Palestinians and other 
Arab states jealous of Syria’s grow- 
ing Influence, the Mg Arab powers — 


Saudi Arabia and Egypt-— finally 
conceded that only Syria could end 
the vicious war that was en- 
dangering the Arab line-up against 
Israel. 

Some 30,000 Syrian troops now fill 
the gap left by the disintegrated 
Lebanese security forces and are 
slowly consolidating Damascus’ hold 
on Lebanon. Before important 
decisions are made, teams of 
Lebanese or Palestinian leaders 
troop to Damascus to check with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad or his 
aides. 

Security measures were chiefly 
affecting Palestinian forces who 
were getting a doae of discipline. The 
censor has curtailed their propagan- 
da activities, which once had a free 
hand in Beirut. The Syrian army had 
bloodied them, and the majority In 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion has subsequently accepted — 
temporarily at least — the need to go 
along with Syria in Mideast strategy 
making and restricting Palestinian 
activities inside Lebanon. (AP)

Contrasty and satisfying

. THIS WAS a rather tan* taut well 
contrasted programme and, on the 
whole, . highly satisfying. The 
logistics requiring a double 
orchestra on stage for the Bartok 
suggested the inclusion of another 
work for similar scoring to the 
programme (to avoid shifting stands, 
and chairs before the interval). We 
were therefore given a very fine 
taste of Johann Christian Bach's 
talent. 

The so-called "London” Bach wap 
one of the foremost architects of the 
"new style" which led away from 
the polyphonic ertf climaxed by his 
father’s genius into the "classical" 
period, and he served as an inspiring 
example to Haydn and Mozart. 
Curiously enough, both works in this 
part of the programme applied much 
polyphonic texture, though, of 
course, in widely different con- 
notations. 

The “Royal Hunt and Storm” 
provided yet* another contrast, and 
its masterly Instrumentation gave 
the orchestra fine opportunity for 
an attractive performance. The 
trombones deserve praise for their 
by no means easy feat of darting 
behind the curtain for their several 
“off-stage" lines and then racing 
back to their seats in the orchestra in 
time to play their regular parts. 

The climax, musically, was 
Claude Frank's performance In 


Beethoven's C Major Concerto. This 
concerto i like- its neighbour, opus 19) 
is usually considered “easy” and 
both are generally used as the happy 
y»mHnp ground of budding academy 
students. Frank's approach treats 
the work a full-fledged Beethoven, 
and his virile and weighty inter- 
pretation bore out this attitude con- 
vincingly. Again, he proved the out- 
standing quality of his musi cianship 
in every phrase. Technical 
smoothness which never 
deteriorated into the merely 
elegant; every single note main- 
taining a natural and easy flow of 
musical information, singing con- 
tinuously though never becoming 
sentimental. — all this gave us a 
Beethoven full of energy, youthful 
virility, fresh invention. It was a 
revelation in interpretative ap- 
proach and performance. 

Conductor Kendi Rod&n ted the 
orchestra with great drive and 
temperament, but the musicians did 
not always respond to bis demands 
in tempo, richness of tone or 
lightness of execution. It is apparent- 
ly hard work to. get this orchestra off 
the ground, and make the members 
forget they are government officials. 
Little thing n like Individuals coming 
in early on a group entry, or holding 
a note after all-others have finished, 
even letting a bow fall to the ground 
are indications of flagging discipline 
— and discipline is a sine -qua-ncnt for 
a good orchestra — as well as an in- 
excusable lack of alertness. The 
Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra can 
be such a fine ensemble that it is 
regrettable that the absence of a 
positive esprit de corps hinders the 
full development of the orchestra.

Rejuvenating treatment

THOUGH contemporary Israeli 
music was not presented very con- 
vincingly, this second "Music Spec- 
trum" of the season was on the whole 
an undisputed success. 

Berman's programme was im- 
mensely wide in scope, but 
nevertheless created a wonderful 
feeling of unity in diversity and 
provided- a rich and stimulating ex- 
perience. Each additional "Spec- 
trum" strengthens the impression 
that this is perhaps the kind of 
programme most likely to inject new 
life Into our aging concert establish- 
ment 

Almost the whole first part of the 
concert was taken up by Franck’s 
Piano Quintet. Tins is a rarely per- 
formed work and though slightly too 
long and somewhat repetitive in the 
development sections, it is a 
touching, sincere and inspired piece. 


The five musicians gave it & caress- 
ing performance in which softness, 
dramatic Impact and emotional ten- 
sion alternated. Dynamics were 
beautifully graded and sonorities 
were. of unusual pleasantness. 

Israeli music, on the other hand, 
was not very successfully chosen. At 
least one of the compositions, 
Shlomo Gronich’s Duets, should 
never have reached the concert hall. 
Ban Gronich and Rafael Marcus toil- 
ed in- vain over this very unoriginal 
music. Schidlovsky's piece, which 
uses all possible gimmicks of the 
“modern" flute, is fun, but scarcely 
representative of this composer’s 
music. Michael Melzer gave a 
brilliant account' of it. his perfor- 
mance putting him in the forefront of 
our young generation of flautists. 

The main interest In the second 
part of the programme lay in the two 
ethnic groups: the Armenian choir 
and the Bokharan Ellezrov family, 
the latter charming with its songs, 
dances, traditional costumes and In- 
struments. 


Berman’s great achievement is 
that he brought these two groups into 
the concert hall and presented them 
to an audience which would 
otherwise never have had an oppor- 
tunity of enjoying them.

TBL AVIV. — With its exciting vic- 
tory over Real Madrid lost Thursday 
in a European Cup of Champions 
final round match. Tel Aviv Maccabl 
did much to help salve the wounded 
prestige of Israeli basketball. 

For the past three weeks Israel's 
representatives in European cup 
gumca had suffered a series of six 
defeats without putting one win on 
the scoreboard. The local fans had 
lost confidence in their heroes, and 
the players themselves were 
wondering when. If ever, a victory 
would be gained. 

The most painful question was 
whether pr not the local teams were 
as weak as they seemed against op- 
ponents from Italy. Yugoslavia, and 
France. Against the first two coun- 
tries Israel has always fared badly, 
both in European cup games and in 
contests involving the respective 
national teams. 

The Italian and Yugoslavian 
leagues ore respected throughout 
Europe as having the best players. 
The Italians stand out not only 
bcenu.se of their homegrown talent, 
but also because their rich clubs can 
afford to bring In the best American 
players for added strength. The 
Yugoslavians, world champions the 
past two years, rvly solely oa local 
talrnt. and there are a number of 
players in their league considered to 
be of professional calibre. 

The Spanish league represents a 
different sort of story, because until 
three years ago the league was clos- 
ed to Americans. But the Spaniards, 
especially Real Madrid, always 
came up with excellent teams. With 
the opening up of the league to 
Americana the teams began to be 
more dominant in European cup 
piny. 

Two years ago Real Madrid won 
the European crown and last year 
they were runners up to Mobllgirgi 
of Italy. This year they again nursed 
hopes of regaining the crown, and 
they came to Tel Aviv hoping for a 
victory like the one Mobllgirgi 
recorded here two weeks ago. Also, 
they realized that their home loss to 
Cska of Moscow meant they had to 
win all the remaining games in the 
final round. 


The Haccablans had no: played a 
decent game in over a month and 
we*e under fire from the press for 
their 74*66 loss the previous week to 
Maes Pits, the Belgian champions. 
The Spaniards were coming off a Mg 
home victory over Mobllgirgi and 
felt they were In good enough condi- 
tion to beat the Israelis. The only 
dark spot for the Spaniards was the 
Ion of Raphael Roll an, their beat 
pivot man, who had sprained his 
ankle earlier in the week. 

The game at Yad Ellahu saw an 
equal first half in which the Israelis 
appeared disorganized next to the 
careful, shrewd play of the 
Spaniards. > who did not try to 
penetrate the Maccabians* 2-1-2 
defence, settling for middle -distance 
Jump shots. 

The deciding factor in the failure 
of the Spaniards was the loss of Louis 
Prada six minutes into the second 
half. Normally the substitute for 
Roil an, Prada was given the assign- 
ment of guarding Maccabi's centre 
Aulde Perry and he did an ad- 
mirable fob. Until he picked up his 
fifth and disqualifying foul be also 
managed to score 12 points and was 
a key factor In keeping Real Madrid 
in the game. 

The Israeli team got a lift from two 
players who lately had been disap- 
pointing in cup and league play. Lou 
Silver had suffered a month's inac- 
tivity due to a knee injury and had 
not returned to top form. Guard Bob 
Griffin had been removed from the 
starting five because he had not been 
playing up to coach Rolf Klein's ex- 
pectations. 

Neither player did much In the 
first half, but in the second Griffin 
began to get the Maccabians moving 
and Silver started to show the form 
which made him one of Europe's 
more respected forwards. His 16 
second-half points and Griffin's 
clever playmaking were direct fac- 
tors contributing to the Maccabl 
victory. 

In the waningsecondsof the game, 
with the crowd chanting "Mac-ca-bi 
Mac-ca-bi,” the Israeli champions 
put themselves and Israeli basket- 
ball back on the European basket- 
ball map.

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On behalf of Mapam 


ANALYSTS of the Arab world have often noted the Arabs' 
profound involvement with words, even when these are totally 
removed from any contact with reality. A similar analysis could 
well be applied to last week’s Labour Party decision on the 
“territorial concessions" Issue. 

A subcommittee preparing 1 proposals for the party’s electoral 
platform which will be submitted to next month’s convention, 
unanimously adopted a resolution expressing readiness to cede 
territory on the West Bank as part of a peace agreement with 
Jordan. The party’s previous platform, plank on this Issue, 
adopted for the 1973 elections, spoke of readiness for a 
"territorial compromise," without specifying the territories in- 
volved. 

Jh the coalition agreement concluded with the NRP in the spr- 
ing of 1974, Labour promised that in the event of actual 
proposals for territorial concessions on the West Bank the issue 
would be -submitted to a popular vote. This promise was 
reiterated by Prime Minister Rabin when the NRP returned to 
the coalition in the fall of that year. 

The new resolution, which still requires ratification by the 
party convention, would seem to signal a major- development in 
the Labour Party's policy. Actually, it is nothing of the sort. The 
giveaway is the unanimous vote which linked ostensible hawks 
like Israel Galill and Shimon Peres with doves like Yitzhak 
Navon in backing the resolution. These men, whose divergent 
views on the substantive Issues have been known for eight years 
and more, could apparently agree on the resolution because it 
deals not with what the Israel government should do but with 
what it should say it will do. 

Since there has been absolutely no sign that even the most 
moderate Arab leaders are prepared to offer Israel elements of 
a peace agreement which could be accepted even by Labour 
doves as a basis for negotiations, the issue at hand is what 
should be said to mgftifaiin peace within the Labour Alignment 
rather than between Israel and her Arab enemies. 

The resolution, which is the work of Mr. Galili's fine hand, 
was a last-ditch effort aimed at influencing Mapam 's convention 
which opens today. Mapam will vote on a proposal to leave the 
Alignment. As one of the last vestiges of the ideological parties 
which once dominated Israel’s political map, Mapain is es- 
pecially sensitive to words and their use in political for- 
mulations. This tendency, however, has always been balanced 
by the traditional leadership’s fine sense of the uses of political 
leverage. . 

Mapam entered the Labour Alignment in 1969 to block a possi- 
ble bid by Mo she Dayan for the premiership at a time when 
Dayan was at the height of his popularity. This aspect of 
legitimate power politics was modestly veiled by slogans 
touting the ideal of the unity of the Labour Movement. 

The failure of the Alignment to proceed to such unity is at the 
root of Mapam 'a rank and file disenchantment with continuing 
in the Alignment. The pragmatic “stop-Dayan" argument used 
to such good effects In 1969 and 1973, however, would seem to 
be good for one more try to “stop Peres." 

Labour’s tentative resolution on territorial concessions in the 
West Bank may thus seem to be just the thing to tip the scales 
at today's Mapam convention in favour of its remaining in the 
Alignment. 

The confusion of the situation in both Labour and Mapam has 
been compounded, however, by Peres' support for the con- 
cessions resolution and by some ambiguous backtracking on 
Mapam’s total opposition to a Peres candidacy oh the part of 
veteran leader Meir Ya’ari. What would seem probable is that 
Mapam will stay in the Alignment, for several weeks more, at 
least. A slight application of Mr. Galili’s wordsmiihery would 
seem to be a small price to pay for that.

Settlements 
have been established there, for 
short or long term security and geo- 
political reasons, tracing the “Allon 
Plan,” but always short of actual 
annexation — with the sole exception 
of East Jerusalem, where it was not 
done through legislation, but by ad- 
ministratively rejoining the two 
parts of the city. 


For nine years the official Israeli 
position has been tbat future 
borders, including those with Egypt 
and Syria,, would be- determined in 
negotiations with the Arab states, 
and that till then there would be no 
map-drawing by Israel. It was decid- 
ed not to decide just yet, since It was 
pointless (the Arabs weren’t 
listening), caused Internal division, 
and Invited external pressures. 

- One decision was, however, taken: 
there would be no return to the pre- 
1967 borders — those of the 1949 Ar- 
mistice Agreement. This was an 
umbrella-type decision, lumping

together the three borders with Jor- 
dan, Egypt, and Syria, and in theory 
not having to apply equally to all 
three. It left room for manoeuvre. 
There was inter-relation in this 
triangle, and conceivably the 
Government might concede on one 
border, in order to gain on another. 

So what did Mr. Peres, a top 
Government Minister, mean when 
he said Israel had no intention of 
annexing the West Bank?! Did he 
mean it won't annex the whole 
territory, or any of it, or a part of it, 
or dldhe mean Israel won't do any of 
these unilaterally. 

The Defence Minister was talking 
to an Arab representative, just back 
from a meeting with King Hu&seln. 
His widely publicized statement was 
not one made during a debate 
"among ourselves" on what ought 
to be, or what we’d like to happen. 
Could the statement have been 
prompted by some message brought 
by Sheikh Ja’abari back from his 
visit in Amman? We cannot tell, at 
least, not yet. 

It Is, of course*, clear that "no- 
annexation" is not to be equated with 
Israel withdrawal from the West 
Bank. This is consistent with Mr. 
Peres' stand for a "functional" 
arrangement for the West Bank, as 
distinct from a territorial carve-up, 
with' the West Bank remaining under 
Israel control and its residents free 
to remain Jordanian citizens. In this, 
Mr. Peres identifies with Mr. 
Dayan's position, which envisages a 
sort of 1 end-lease arrangement for 
the West Bank. 


What, then, IS new about Mr. 
Peres' ‘‘no -annexation'’ statement, 
apart from its having been made to 
an Arab notable, and for the record? 
The answer, It seems, is that the 
statement brings to the surface a 
dread possibility — that if we merely 
decide not to decide, others might do 
It for us; that the gathering inter- 
national momentum in support of an 
independent Palestinian state could 
force our hand, and have the West 
Bank vacuum filled by Yasser 
Arafat. 


On this point, it is true, we have a 
standing and uneqivocal Govern- 
ment decision that Israel win not 
agree to a third state between the 
sea and the desert, since such a state 
would be a dagger pointed at Israel's 
heart; and that Palestinian 
aspirations will be solved within a 
“Jordanian context." This need not he 
essentially unpalatable' to Hussein 
and to his West Bank loyalists, as 
represented by Ja'ahari. But it may 
not be palatable. enough for Amman 
at a time like the present, when the 
Hashemite monarchy is deeply 
enmeshed In a complex inter-Arab 
web of alignment and realignment 
Mr. Peres' “no- annexation" state- 
ment can thus be seen as an Israel 
move to gatecrash these inter-Arab 
manoeuvres. Behind It is the 
rationale that Jerusalem and Am- 
man share a common enemy the 
PLO and its "rejectionist" elements, 
whose takeover of the West Bank 
would be a double-edged a word, aim- 
ed not at Israel alone but at Jordan 
and quite possibly at other states as 


well. 

Co Incident with this Is the entry 
into, office of the new U.S. Ad- 
ministration, and the Imminent visit 
to our area of the new U -S. Secretary 
of State. Although ostensibly coming 
only to listen, on a fact-finding mis- 
sion, Secretary Vance might, 'even at 
tills early stage, want to know more 
of the Government's fine-print think- 
ing on territorial settlement. And 
while the newly found Egyptian 
friendship for the U.5. and the West 
in general could pose problems for 
Israel, on the Jordanian front the 
traditional American support for 
Hussein sugges t s an identity of in- 
terest between Washington and. 
Jerusalem on the West Bank ques- 
tion. 

Another notable element in the 
Feres statement is that it comes on 
the eve of the general election. It 
raises the thorny question of the 
post-dated mandate left by the Go Ida 
Meir Government, that the future of 
Judea and Samari^ can only be 
decided on by the peopl.e themselves. 

The other day, Mr. GalQi, while 
discussing the addition to the labour 
Party election platform of the 
phrase “all sectors" as being open 
for territorial concessions by Israel 
— so as not to exclude Jordan — , 
made noises questioning whether a 
past Government could fie the hands 
of the present one.

Sir. — I was saddened by your 
report on the Israel Corporation on 
January 27.

However, 
freedom carries with It respon- 
sibilities and I believe that 'there 
should be some limitations on the 
freedom of the kind of reporting that 
makes it appear that the innocent 
are guilty and the guilty innocent. 

It La a regrettable disservice to 
Israel to characterize as 
"amateurish" leading business men 
from all over the world including 
Israel who serve as members of the 
Board of Directors of the Israel Cor- 
poration, as you did in your front 
page story. 

What is news is news; I will not 
therefore comment on the State 
Comptroller’s report. But when you 
feature on your front page a re-hash 
of events In 1974, you give ex- 
aggerated importance and misplac- 
ed emphasis to observations that can 
only discourage potential investors 
in Israel.
